Wool at nach cheaper Rates than is to be had'in this Kingdom, 


. For Prevention whereof, it 15 Propoſed, Thar. all Goods Manufactored 
that are-made gf, or mixt with Wool, that ſhall be Impoxted or brought 
into this Kingdom, to, pay. 30 per Lent. mm 


And whereas many Thouſands of Poor People of this Kingdom do 
live by the Silk Manufaftory, which being now wrought, in- India, and 
brought over hither, can be afforded Cent. per Cent. cheaper than they can 
be Made-here.

Thar all wrought. Silks, or #cher'Manufactored goods, that ſhall be 
Imported, or brought into this Kingdom from the;Eaſt-Hadies, to pay, Cent. 
per Cent. over and above the Duty they now pay: And that all Foreign 
Sitk from other Parts Manufactored, Imported; or brought into England, 
to pay 60/pound ' per Cent, x ? 


And if the Eaſt-India Company, and the: New Subſcribers, do agree, fo 
that they can enjoy"the ſole Trade to themſelves, they may atford to 
pay Cent. per Cent. tor. the ManufaCtories they do Import fromchence, and 
e above Cent. per Cent. gainers by» the ſame: ; And:that adraw-back be 
allowed them for:whar they thall Export. | _ : fs 


 Andthatall Merchants, Factors, Shop-keepers, and Pedlars, that ſhall 
have any Indian Manufa&tories, or Foreign Silks, upon a certain time, to 
bring or cauſe ro be brought to the Cuſtom-Houſe, and pay the Duty, and 
there to be Sealed by Perſons appoinced by the Commiſſioners ;. and if 
after rhe time prefixr, any ſuch Goods ſhall be found Unſealed in any per+ 
ions Poſlcfſion, ſhall forteit the ſaid Goods, and be ſubject to a Fine.

And whereas there aremany other ManufaRories » ry by As of 
Parliament from being Imported, but are ps by Realch, or conni- 
vance of the. Officers, for their ptivate Gain, and pay no /Dury to the King;

That al Manufatories that are Prohibited, to pay to the King 60 per 
Cent. which will give great. Encouragement to our ManufaQories at home, 
and will greatly advantage the Merchandizing abroad. 


And that all Leither Manufa&tored, Imported; or brought in, ſhall 
pay 30 per Cent. 


That beyond che Memory of Man, the making of Cotton-Cloth was the 
Manufa&tory of this Kingdom, and many Thoulands of Families got a 
good Livelyhood by their-Induſtry and'Labour ; bur ir is now almoſt 
wholly loſt, by the means thar Foreigners do Import upon us, and furniſh 
our Markers with Commodities from abroad, their Poor living only u 
Rice and Water/and fo are able to under-Selt our poor people convdenbily: 
they nothaving been bredupto ſuch Diet; and for + it isnottheIntereſt of 
all our Landed Men, that our Poor ſhould be reduced to that condition, 


which if allowed, the Genery of neceſſity muſt abate one half of their Ro 
for want of Peop £ to conſume our Torn; ant ortier Provifiorts; 


| Ic is therefore Propoſed, 

' Thar all Manufatorics made of Corton-Woot thar ſhall be Imported, 
fhall pay Cent. per Cent. And for the betrer Encouraging the ſaid Manu- 
factories, that all Cotton-Wool. that ſhall be Imported thall be Cuſtom-free. 


And for the Ericouragement of the Manufactoring of Silk, it is Pro- 
poſed, Thar all Raw, Unthrown Silk ſhall be Cuſtom-free. | 


 Thele Propoſals, if approved of by Parliament, will imploy all our Poor 
at Work, and caſe the great Taxes thar are now paid to maintain the Poor. 


And that the Weſtern Plantations having been ſerrled arthe fole Coſt and 
Charges of this Kingdom, and chat no other Nation- ought of Righr ro 
Trade ro the faid Planrarions, it is propoſed, Thar all Fs 25hſþ Ships Ships ſhall 
take a ( from the Commiſſioners ErY che Cuſto ms of ods they 
ſhall take on Board them; and if any > ran they ſhall have on 
Board them without ſuch Certificate, they ſhall pay to the Governour of the 
Plantation 4 © per Cent. to be remitred from Time to Time as His Ma- 

jelty ſhall direct.

_ That whereas the Parliarnent hath given to His Majeſty leveral Ducies 
upon Foreign Goods and Merchandizes, many of them being above the 
frſt Coſt beyond Sea; yet many Merchants and. Interlopers do make it 
their great Delign to defraud the King of His Duries, that ſhould ſupport 
His Government ; bur nor only fo, but. give other Merchants Encourage- 
ment to follow the ſame Practices, and fo do Ingroſs the Trade to thern- 
ſelves. For no Merehanr-can (a his Goods :bue:be a Loſer, whereas 
Interlopers wilt be great Gainers. | 


For Preventian whereof for the fliture, 

T hat all Maſters of Ships or Yeſlels do, before the Commiſſioners of the 
Cuſtom- Houſe, give in upon Oath a true Copy of their Books of Entries 
or Invoice, all Goods they have on Board their Veſlels, and ro whom 
configa d, rogether with their Marks and Numbers, and not deliver any 
of them without Licenſe from the Commiſſioners, upon a certain Penalty. 


And if any Maſter of Ship'or Veſſel do permitor connive-at ahy Goods 
to be put on Shoar, to Jefrand che King of his Duty, that it. be made 
Felony within the Benefit bf the Clergy; and all Perſons that ſhall be Aid- 
ingor Afﬀtmg therein do incur the ſaid Penalty, with other Penalties to 
be inflited on their Goods and Chartels. 


That in King James che Firſt, the Cuſtornis of Tunnage and Poundage 
bf all Goods Imported paid tio more than 5 l. per Cent. and that all 


Goods that were privately convey d a-ſhoar was forfeited, one Moiety 
to the King, the other to the Informer: 


Bur ſince the Duties of Goods Imported are more thai the firft Coft 
to the Merchants, and it is no Encouragement to the Informer to Sue for 
the ſame: As for Inſtance, Tobacco pays f1x times more than the prime 
Coſt: As alſo French Wines and Brandy pay as much Duty as the prime 
Coſt; and if the Merchant loſe one halt of his Goods, and get the other 
part free, and pay the King no Duty, his Gain will be far greater than the 
Merchant that pays His juſt Duties; neither will any Man Sue for the 
ſame, if the Merchant will give him more than the Law will give him: fo 
the King is defrauded of His whole Duty. |

2dly, Thete is no Maſter of a Veſſel but keep Books of Entries of all 


_ Goods and Merchandize, and if he be forced to make a true Entry upon 


Oath, and all falſe Entries ro bemadePenal, no Maſter will run the hazard 
of the Pilory to gratific the Merchant. 


3dhy,- All Officers, wheh they make up their Accompts, ntuſt make 
good the Maſter's Entry, or elſe the Maſter's Entry will be a Check upon 
them ; and ſo the King cannot be defrauded by His Officers. 
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athly, No Maſter will dare to truſt his Seamen-ro pur his Goods on 
Shoar, for fear rity ſhould berray him, it being Ki Felony, and a 
fertled Rewatd for the Informer. 


5thly, Whereas the King gives-40l. for Apprehending any High-Waz- 
Ma and Felon, it the ame Enconragement be-givento any:Perſon rhar will 
cauſe the ſaid Goods to be ſeized, and all Juſtices of the Peace and Con- 
ſtables be enjoyned to Seize all Perſons thar ſhall be Aiding or Afiifting in 
Stealing the King's Duty, and take good Security for their Appearing the 
next Seſſions of Peace, or Aﬀſizes; and 4lſ&>from the Taformer, ro make 
their Charge againft them, thei no Merchant will ran nr the hazard to be 
made a Felon, n Stealing the King s Duty. 


And that all Oaths taken before the Commiſſioners 'of the Cuſtams be 
made matter of Record, and Puniſhable accordingly.
